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ICBO indicates ruling on Sierra Madre mansion 


By Tuesday, Dec. 8, Sierra Madre city officials 
received word from the International Conference of 
Building Officials (ICBO) that it “supports the find¬ 
ings of the city,” according to Jim McRea, city ad¬ 
ministrator. 

Although the report is still under review, McRea 
told The News Tuesday that ICBO had indicated that 
under the definition, the residence at 590 Acacia in 
Sierra Madre is a two-story building. 

“In the development standards of R-1 property, 
the maximum height is 30 feet,” McRea said. 

When asked if the building is higher than 30 feet, 
McRea answered, “No. However, our code is more 
restrictive (than ICBO). Therefore, the owner has

Arcadia resident’s 
death termed ’suicide ’ 

Sierra Madre Police have termed the death of a 
46-year-old Arcadia resident “suicide” although the 
weapon, a chrome 38-caliber handgun revolver, which 
the victim owned, has not been found. • 

The Rescue Team searched for the gun on Dec. 
2, 3 and 5, without success. Because of the torrential 
rains, the gun might have been covered with silt and 
may never be found, said a spokesperson for the Team. 

The body was discovered by Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team, Dec. 3, at 12:35 a.m., north of 
Bailey Canyon Park in a ravine. 

According to Police Chief l.E. (Bill) Betts, a 
parked vehicle was found by Sgt. Wayne Bailey while 
on patrol, Dec. 3. He checked the auto registration 
and contacted the victim’s wife. 

Police were told that her husband had been in a 
missing persons report, and that he had been depressed 
over health and financial problems. 

The Search and Rescue Team was dispatched and 
found the body. It appears that the deceased had 
shot himself and had fallen 40 feet into the ravine. 
The coroner was called and removed the body for 
further investigation.

property, a grading permit and plan check,” the ai- 
rector of public works said. The News was erroneous¬ 
ly informed that Derrick had no permit and plan 
check. That information was published in last week’s 
story concerning the property at 590 Acacia. 

“The pad was ready for building,” Tcharkhou¬ 
tian continued this week. “1 looked at the grading 
plan and knew that the owner must put in a sump 
pump and pump the (run-off) water back to Acacia. 
The original grading plan showed water flowing 
south.” 

In la,st week’s edition, neighbors on the south re¬ 
ported that their back yards had been flooded and 
lawns ruined. 

“Zimmerman approved the plan. When I came 
into the picture, 1 called a meeting with Bill Derrick, 
the owner then; Rick Schrods, his consultant; Steve 
Pock, Sierra Madre’s city building official, and my¬ 
self. Derrick agreed to pump water off to Acacia and 
also agreed to get sewage to the sewer on Acacia.

“We (the city) received a letter from Mankerian 
to the original architect, Robert Tyler, on Mar. 2, 
1992, stating that a new architect, Richard Diradourian, 
had been selected. That’s when the re-submitted plans 
were signed by the new architect. The plans were ap¬ 
proved by the city,” Tcharkhoutian said. 

When asked how the plans were different from 
the original set, Tcharkhoutian stated, “1 cannot give 
you a correct assessment at this point.” 

When asked who could, Tcharkhoutian said, 
“Steve Pock (the city’s building official.)” Pock re¬ 
ferred The News to Jim McRea Tuesday morning and 
that information has been covered at the beginning 
of this story. 

“There are maybe 50 sheets of plans. The city 
can miss something. It’s up to the owner to follow 
the rules,” Tcharkhoutian said.

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Seat belt law 
enforced Jan. 1 


Vehicle seat belts must be worn by 
adults, children and babies as of Jan, 1, 
1993, said Police Chief Bill Betts this 
week. 

“We will start citing for violations 
of the new seat belt law in California at 
that time. The new law empowers an 
officer to stop someone who is not wear¬ 
ing his or her seat belt. They don’t have 
to be speeding or committing any other 
offense,’’ Betts explained. 

“Buckling up is the best protection 
for vehicle occupants. Seat belts have 
proved their worth and we now have over 
70 percent of the drivers in California 
buckling up. Once you get in the habit, 
it only takes a few seconds to buckle up... 
seconds that could make the difference 
between life and death,’’ the chief pointed 
out. 

He said that seat belts help occu¬ 
pants in six ways: 

- There is a “ride down’’ benefit in 

which belts begin to stop the wear¬ 
er as the car is stopped. 

- Belts keep the head and face of the 

wearer from striking objects like 
the wheel rim, windshield, interior 
post, or dashboard. 

- Belts spread the stopping force 
widely across the strong parts of 
the body. 

- Belts prevent vehicle occupants 
from colliding with each other. 

- Belts help the driver maintain ve¬ 
hicle control, thus decreasing the 
possibility of an additional col¬ 
lision. 

- Belts keep occupants from being 
ejected from the car. 

“How about a New Year’s resolu¬ 
tion that isn’t too painful? Buckle up 
and give yourself a big survival edge on 
the highway,’’ Betts concluded.

After a lunch at the Inkom Inn, and arranging 
for a night’s lodging, we d'fove another mile or 
so down the road to where we were to locate a 
stone, or monument, that would be the anchor 
of our survey. We discovered it was somewhere 
out in a large field, now under more than a foot 
of snow. Diseouraged, we turned to go home, 
but the truek, a vintage Model-T Ford, slid off 
the road and we were really stuck. But unexpect¬ 
ed help arrived almost at onee. A huge, blaek- 
bearded man, driving a team pulling a bobsled, 
drew up. “You fellers in trouble?” 

We assured him we were. He unhitched his 
team and hooked on to the truek, and in a minute 
we were back on the road. He then inquired our 
business, and when told, strode off into the field. 
He stopped, kicked a large eircle of snow to one 
side, and there was the stone. Jim Burnett, the 
head surveyor, could only say, “Friend, you 
must know this country pretty well.” 

“Yep, 1 got here before the railroad,” he 
replied. He would take no money for hik help, 
only waved us to go ahead. On the way baek to 
the inn we passed his home, a large, dilapidated 
house surrounded by grunting hogs, rooting and 
snorting in the muddy slush. It was a depressing 
sight. 

Then came the high point of the day. Our 


hostess at the inn served as a remarkable meal. 
There was a huge platter of what looked like 
elongated ehieken breasts, cooked in a white 
sauce. We ate ravenously, while the lady looked 
on with an amused smile. “Do you know what 
you are eating?” We had to say no, but assured 
her it was unusual and delicioas. “They are wil¬ 
low grouse breasts, and my husband gets them 
by the dozen. I cold pack them for winter and 
everyone seems to like them.” With the grouse 
were mashed potatoes, spicy gravy, pie, and rich, 
strong coffee. Eaten in front of a wood-burning 
stove, radiating heat and hospitality, it was a 
meal to remember. 

Supper over, we asked about our benefactor 
of the afternoon. Our hostess laughed and said, 
“You have just met a real odd person, a re^ 
character.” She then said that many years be-, 
fore this man had traded wives with another 
rancher, giving $1000 to boot. 1 was shocked. 

I had never heard of such a thing. When I had 
time to think it over I wondered what the poor 
woman thought when she discovered her husband 
was willing to pay a small fortune to get rid of 
her, and I also wondered what the other wife 
thought when she arrived at that awful farm¬ 
house. 

The next morning we made short work of 
our useless survey and started back to Blackfoot 
over 40 miles of slippery roads. There was nc 
door on the right side of the truck, and that is 
where I sat. In a short time, my feet were numb 
with cold, accentuated by wet boots. When I 
got to my room I discovered 1 had frostbite on 
my right heel. That night I came down with a 
bad cold, so for a week I coughed, sneezed and 
sniffied while I gimped around on a bad foot. 
My thoughts often turn to the Indian Agent, and 
the thoughts are never complimentary.

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Volunteers build more than 
Rose Floats in Sierra Madre 


By Phyllis Chapman 

The volunteer spirit rings loudly in this town of 
Sierra Madre but nowhere does it seem more resonant 
than with our Sierra Madre Rose Float Association. 
In their January to January operation they raise all 
funds needed to construct a float (no small cost these 
days), choose the design and provide all the labor to 
produce Sierra Madre’s entry in the annual Rose Parade 
extravaganza. 

This is a tremendous operation each year. Yet, 
that was not enough. They have also managed to 
build for themselves, debt-free from the beginning 
and again with much volunteer labor, a beautiful, 
permanent Rose Float building. This is located in a 
north section of Sierra Vista Park past the tennis 
courts. 

The dimensions of this wonderful steel structure 
is 75’ long X 50’ wide and 22’ high. It also has a mez¬ 
zanine. The amazing point of all this, according to 
Roy Estoppey, one of the principals in the project 
and a past Citizen of the Year, was that the building 
was completed without the need to hire and pay for 
work that was done. The names of over 120 volun¬ 
teers and companies are on the list Estoppey has given 
to me for their donations of time, materials and ex¬ 
pertise in making this permanent building a reality. 

Prior to 1970 Sierra Madre’s Rose Floats were 
built in a tent that was rented annually and put up in 
the parking lot in front of the Recreation Center in 
Sierra Vista Park. More than once severe windstorms 


blew down the tent, making it a difficult place to 
flower the float during a rainstorm. Fire was also a 
hazard. Also, another problem, the tent rental fee 
kept increasing. 

John Govorchin, who was Rose Float Associa¬ 
tion president in 1969-70, realized that the tent had 
many disadvantages. A building was needed. With 
more complicated floats being constructed, more 
time would be required in the future. Since the float 
was constructed annually, a continuity was the answer 
which meant a locked facility to store materials, tools 
and equipment both during and after the building of 
these floats. 

Bylaws were changed to provide life member¬ 
ships for a fee of $25. Money raised from these mem¬ 
berships were placed in a building fund account. The 
association no longer offers life memberships, but 
back then these hard-promoted memberships soon 
totaled $1200. 

In 1973, the city provided a slab of concrete to 
be a dual purpose facility for tennis and hardball 
courts and a float construction site. The Rose Float 
Association contributed their $1200 and $2000 was 
paid by the city. Access to water, electricity and gas 
was provided and anchors built into the slab to ac¬ 
commodate a tent. 

The new site was an improvement over the park¬ 
ing lot since it was level and tent side flaps could be 
fastened down. It still lacked storage areas and about

It’s a strange world we live in. Riots, a failing 
economy, homeless children, racism, drive-by shoot¬ 
ings, car jackings, gay bashing. Chaos appears to be 
reigning most of the time. Kind of makes you want 
to crawl in a hole and hide, doesn’t it? 

And just when the headlines are at their worst 
and I think there’s no hope for this crazy mixed-up 
world, something happens. Nothing miraculous, really. 
But my faith in humanity is momentarily restored. 

I like to run, nearly every day, only three or four 
miles. 1 run the same route through Sierra Madre. It 
gives me time to think, time to relax and it brings order 
into my life.

He always 
stood to one side so Hally and 1 could pass without 
having to go into the street. Another man walked a 
Scottie. The dog is fierce and scared Hally. The man 
and 1 laughed because it seems so silly for a little dog 
to scare my great big Lab. 

We also met a woman who walks a little tiny 
white dog. She carries a bag and cleans up after her 
dog. Hally knew to run around the little dog. 1 don’t 
know how Hally knew, but she did! 

One day Hally became ill. So what? This is just 
another one of those “My dog died” stories, you say. 

Hally had given birth to one puppy a few months 
before. 1 took both dogs to the vet to be checked and 
to give the puppy his last set of shots. Hally had been 
fine until only a few days earlier. But it was obvious; 
she was a very sick dog. The details are unimportant. 
Suffice it to say, she had a rare cancer. It killed her 
quickly. 

The puppy was too young to start running, but 1 
still needed to go. It seemed strange not to have Hally 
along. 1 felt very sad. 

Within a block of my house, 1 saw one of my walk¬ 


er friends. “Where’s your dog?” he asked. 

“She died,” I said, stopping. 1 didn’t mean to 
be so blunt, but 1 didn’t know what else to say. 

After all, saying hello is merely 
part of the routine, isn’t it? We don’t really know each 
other.

1 couldn’t think of anything else to 
say. So back to the running routine. 1 saw several of 
my walker friends on that particular morning. 

They all asked about Hally. They all took the 
time to stop. 

Then, several weeks later, something truly amaz¬ 
ing happened. An RTD bus driver pulled along side 
of me and opened the door, yelling something to me 
as 1 was running. 1 thought he was asking if I needed 
a ride.

Running and routine brought me to these people.

Sequins are glamorous, whether just a 
sprinkling across bodice and sleeves or 
forming a whole bodice, even a whole 
dress.

There is (A) the Christ¬ 
mas pageant proper, tell¬ 
ing the Biblical story of 
the Nativity, which comes 
in all sizes from the Sun¬ 
day School to the Crystal 
Cathedral, the Sunday 
School one is often more 
moving, beards, bath¬ 
robes and all, than the 
one with Hollywood spec¬ 
ial effects, eyepopping 
though they may be. 

There is (B) “A Christ¬ 
mas Carol” and its many 
variations in which an un¬ 
believer is brought to see 
the light, usually by super¬ 
natural messengers. Noth¬ 
ing beats Dickens’ original 
story, although some care¬ 
ful movies have come 
close. “Miracle on 34th 
Street” is the most original 
of these, and “It’s a Won¬ 
derful Life” has many 
admirers. 

Then there is (C) the 
Christmas Medley, tak¬ 
ing advantage of the many 
Christmas songs. Many 
are just good concerts, 
but often they have a 


thread of plot or other 
dramatic content. 

Beyond that there is the 
Grinch, quite wonderful 
in his way, and Charlie 
Brown and Rudolph and 
Frosty - but those do not 
lend themselves to the 
stage and are best left to 
the seasonal reruns. And 
“Nutcracker,” of course, 
but the list is surprisingly 
short. 

This week two “Med¬ 
leys” opened, one by the 
Monrovia Center Theater 
called “A Holiday Song- 
book.” This is also one 
of the B-type variety. An 
apathetic and surly teen¬ 
ager is taken over by a 
group of apprentice an¬ 
gels who attempt to im¬ 
prove his outlook. Will 
they succeed? Guess! 
During the process they 
sing 15 familiar and semi¬ 
familiar Christmas songs 
very well. They also have 
little jokes and conversa¬ 
tions which tend to sound 
improvised. The Carolers 
(angels) are not identified 
individually, so, while 
some are smoother per¬ 
formers than others, they

1979, it was blown down during a Santa Ana wind¬ 
storm. The association had to stand the cost of the 
destruction of the tent which was as much as the float 
cost that year. It was decided to insure the tent, mak¬ 
ing still an added cost. 

By 1980 the building fund was only up to $1800 
and about $20,000 was needed for a steel building 
shell to be assembled by the members. 

To the rescue came the women. A Christmas 
boutique, thought Ann Long and Phyllis Tolle, would 
be a good fund-raiser. Long’s home became a boutique 
factory a.id the very popular and successful boutique 
was held for several years thanks to the efforts of a 
whole group of women. The boutiques raised half 
the cost of the building. 

When Lee Elswood was president, and he is still 
a very active worker, he appointed Paul Masaris as 
fund chairman. With the support of Jan Reed and 
the Sierra Madre News, the balance of the money 
was in the fund. 

The association advised the city of the need for 
a building site. The cow barns were torn down (the 
area was once a dairy) and temporary provisions made 
for the recycling center. A permanent recycling cen¬ 
ter was later put up with wood from the demolished 
Toy Loan building and the Athletic Association’s old 
building from Dapper Field, making the center better 
than ever. 

To name just a few of the people who were so 


evident during the construction of the Rose Float 
building beside Estoppey and Elsworth, there was 
Dave Duran, now serving as vice president of their 
board; Lorel Harvey, Hal Jordan and Gordon Cald¬ 
well of Gem Plumbing; Jim Clark of Sierra Madre 
Plumbing; and also Peter Gonzales, Leonard Cinna¬ 
mon, Gerard Twedell, Bill Thew, Arnold Richter, 
Steve Hartwell, Ed Vanderpool, Clem Bartolai, Norm 
Morrison, Frank Ross, Peter and Joanne Segar, Fred 
Klayer, Doug Miller and Kenn Tull. Govorchin secured 
a great price for the building shell and supplied doors 
and louvers from his own company at no cost. A sprink- 
er system was also installed. 

In 1983 the mezzanine was built which increased 
storage area and provided space for visitors to view the 
float and leave the floor clear for workers. Estoppey 
was president of the association during design and 
selection of the building site, Elswood headed the 
group during its construction, and Ginny Liskow, 
another Citizen of the Year, was president during the 
mezzanine construction. 

The saga of the construction of the Rose Float 
Association Building is a great one including a few 
miracles, but mostly the special kind of dedication 
that is Sierra Madre. When you are busting your but¬ 
tons with pride as our 1993 Sierra Madre Rose Float 
appears in the Rose Parade, bust them a little harder 
for this terrific building and the people who made it 
possible.

Government students study 
for Bill of Rights contest 

“Who should be re¬ 


sponsible for preserving 
and extending the heri¬ 
tage of individual rights?” 

This is one of the ques¬ 
tions being studied by Ar¬ 
cadia High School stu¬ 
dents who will compete 
in the We the People com¬ 
petition on the Bill of 
Rights on Saturday, Dec. 
12 at the Federal Court 
House in Pasadena. 

Saturday’s competition 
will find the Arcadia stu¬ 
dents vying for another 
trip to Sacramento for the 
state event; however, this 
year the local students 
will compete against Tem¬ 
ple City, Claremont and 
South Hills in the 28th 
Congressional District 
for the first time.

Baltz receives tribute as state’s top teacher 


Bears and balloons dec¬ 
orated the Arcadia Com¬ 
munity Center as Ptttricia 
Ann “Pann” Baltz was 
honored last week as Cal¬ 
ifornia Teacher of the 
Year.

Council recap 

Karoake moratorium extended 
library architect selected; 
peafowl education approved 



An extension of the ur¬ 
gency ordinance which 
imposed a moratorium 
on permits and licenses 
that authorize karaoke 
in the city of Arcadia was 
approved 5-0 by the Ar¬ 
cadia City Council at its 
meeting last week. 

The owner of one of 
the five city establishments 
which offer karaoke, a 
form of entertainment in 
which individuals sing to 
recorded music or videos, 
expressed concern that 
her business would be af¬ 
fected. However, it was 
pointed out that the mor¬ 
atorium, which is for an 
additional 10 months and 
15 days, is for new es¬ 
tablishments. 

The initial ordinance, 
which was passed on Oct. 
27, was for 45 days and 
expires on Dec. 11. The 
extension was passed to 
give city staff time to con¬ 
tinue the review and study 
of karaoke and two shoot¬ 


ing incidents which took 
place at local karaoke 
clubs. 

The council also ap¬ 
proved a recommenda¬ 
tion from the Library 
Project Architect Selec¬ 
tion Committee to pro¬ 
ceed with the preparation 
of an agreement with the 
architectural firm of 
Charles Walton Associ¬ 
ates for the expansion and 
renovation of the Arcadia 
Public Library. 

CWA of Glendale was 
one of 15 architectural 
firms which submitted 
proposals for the project 
and one of three selected 
to be interviewed by the 
committee. 

In other action, the 
council introduced or¬ 
dinances having to do 
with rezoning an 8.2 acre 
portion of Santa Anita 
Park and revising cur¬ 
rent boundaries where 
mall buildings are per¬ 
mitted at Santa Anita 
Fashion Park. This ac¬ 


tion paves the way for a 
new Nordstrom depart¬ 
ment store to be built on 
the west ssde of the shop¬ 
ping mall and for expand¬ 
ed parking into racetrack 
parking on the east side. 

In the council pre-meet¬ 
ing, the issue of peafowl 
surfaced again. After 
hearing public testimony 
for several months, the 
council in September 
voted to educate residents 
regarding peafowl and 
their habits while reject¬ 
ing proposals for trapping 
and an egg bounty. 

The council, last week, 
voted 4-1 to send a black 
and white, one-page edu¬ 
cational flyer with the Jan¬ 
uary water bill to those 
affected by peafowl. 
Mayor George Fasching 
opted for a full-color 
brochure which would 
have been a public rela¬ 
tions tool. 

The next regular meet¬ 
ing of the council will be 
on Tuesday, Dec. 15.

With eight All-Alpha 
League selections return¬ 
ing, Maranatha High 
School’s boys’ soccer 
squad began the season 
last week with no less 
than four wins, including 
the championship in the 
Carpenteria Tournament. 

The Minutemen defeat¬ 
ed Cabrillo 3-1 in the 
championship game on 
Saturday. Scoring were 
junior Ryan Throop and 
seniors Aaron Johnson 
and Marcel Pena. Credit¬ 
ed with saves were junior 
Kent Tanaka (2) and 
Throop. 

Maranatha led in shots 
on goal, 15-12, and fresh¬ 
man goalie Adam Throop 
had nine saves. 

In the semifinal game 
earlier on Saturday, Ryan 
Throop scored two goals 
on assists from junior 
Chris Kniep to lead Mara¬ 
natha to a 3-1 victory over 
St. Joseph. Pena scored 


an unassisted goal, as the 
Minutemen scored all 
three goals in the second 
half after trailing 0-1 at 
halftime. Maranatha 
led in cornerkicks, 4-2, 
and shots on goal, 11-8. 

The Minutemen shut 
out Whitney 1-0 in the 
tournament opener last 
week Thursday, when 
Ryan Throop scored a 
first-half goal on a Pena 
assist. In this game, Mara¬ 
natha led in cornerkicks, 
8-1, and took 10 shots on 
goal. 

In the season opener 
last week Monday, Mara¬ 
natha defeated La Salle 
3-1. Ryan Throop scored 
two goals, both on assists 
from Pena, and Johnson 
got the third goal, also on 
a Pena assist. 

In addition to Pena, 
Ryan Throop, Johnson, 
Tanaka and Kniep, All- 
League returnees include 
sophomore Brent Kajifa- 


wa, junior Kevin Cuxil 
and senior David Berry. 
Others on the starting 
lineup, in addition to 
Adam Throop, are soph¬ 
omores Marques Salazar 
and Chris Pernevi. 

The Minutemen, who 
are the defending Alpha 
League Champions after 
a 10-0 league record, were 
ranked No. 7 in the pre¬ 
season CIF poll; how¬ 
ever, Maranatha defeated 
Whitney (No. 6) and Ca¬ 
brillo (No. 2) in the Car¬ 
penteria Tournament and 
expects to move up in poll 
standings. 

Maranatha will com¬ 
pete in the La Canada 
Tournament beginning 
Dec. 14, with the finals 
slated for Thursday, Dec. 
17. Three years ago, the 
Minutemen won the con¬ 
solation championship in 
the only other time they 
were entered in this tour¬ 
nament

Three starters are re¬ 
turning from last year’s 
team, which went 5-5 in 
Alpha League competi¬ 
tion; however, one of 
those, Shane Kosugi is al¬ 
ready sidelined with an 
ankle injury.

Al¬ 
so on the injured list is 
junior forward Matt Reed, 
who was out last week 
with a wrist injury. 

Hamman anticipates a 
top three finish in league 
and figures the Minute- 


men have a chance at a 
league title, what with 
Montclair, the Alpha 
Champion for at least the 
last three years, no long¬ 
er on the league roster. 
Of course, the coach points 
out, the “chemistry has 
to come together” and the 
Minutemen must be in¬ 
jury free. 

After the Flintridge 
Prep Tournament earlier 
this week, Maranatha will 
compete in the Pasadena 
Poly Tournament, which 
begins today, Dec. 10, 
with the finals on Satur¬ 
day, Dec. 12.
